[Problem] To offer a garden decoration using optical fibers tq display a garden at night 
decoratively and dramatically. 

[Solution] Increasing the decorative value of a garden during the p^ace of the night through 
skillful use of darkness and brightness requires computation so as not make the garden too dark 
or too bright. Therefore, from several tens to several hundreds of thin pptical fibers (1) are used, 
and these optical fibers are fixed to nets (2) formed of synthetic resin and placed in strategic 
locations in the garden. 

Except for light emitters (3) of optical fibers (I), the part up to the nets i^ concealed by moss, 
undergrowth, pebbles, or the like so as not to detract from the natural beauty of the garden during 
the daytime. The optical fibers are bound together from the concealed backside of optical fibers 
(1), brought to a light source, and fixed. A 100 V household power source or solar cells 
combined with a storage battery may be used as the power source for the light source. 
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
